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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims are directed to a method, process or system for generating a representation of 
data, i.e. a data transformation, via a mathematical algorithm. The claims are not limited to a 
practical application of the mathematical algorithm because the representation or result is not a 
tangible result because it is not a real-world result.. Also, the claimed invention does not 
physically transform an article or physical object to a different state or thing because the 
transformation is merely a data transformation. 

Contrary to applicants' remarks, providing a more efficient representation or increasing 
processing speed does not provide a practical application and a practical application must be 
recited in the claims, i.e. a recitation of a practical application in the specification is not 
sufficient. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Lines 3-4 of claim 1 are indefinite because they state that a two-dimensional interpolation 
function can be identified based on a sampling function. Also in claim 1, the meaning of the 
phrase "a Cauchy integral theorem is applicable for the interpolation function" is unclear. Claims 
18 and 19 contain deficiencies similar to claim 1. 

Relative to applicants' remarks while paragraphs 18 and 15 refer to properties of 
sampling functions and interpolation functions, respectively, the specification is silent as to how 
an interpolation function is identified given a sampling function. Contrary to applicants' 
remarks, the applicability of "a Cauchy integral theorem" fails to be clearly identified in 
paragraphs 13-14, note that paragraph 14 refers to multiple Cauchy integral theorems but the 
claim calls for a Cauchy integral theorem, satisfaction of the Cauchy-Riemann differential 
equation is recited as the fundamental condition for the applicability but what about secondary 
conditions, and the Cauchy-Riemann differential equations, except at possibly existing pole 
positions, fails to be clearly identified.
